and it 3s for the ſame reaſon, and 1n 1nutation of our Hea- 
venly Maſter, that I have joyn'd thefe directions for Prayer 
to the Catechiſm. -*h0

As their Knowledge increaſes, fo let their Prayers 1n- 
creaſe alſo, and teach them as they go to turn their Cate- 
chiſm . into Prayers, after the manner which I ſhall ſhew 
you, and to confhrm and improve their knowledge, brin 
them duly to the Church to be Catechiſed by the Paril 
Prieſt, that by his familiar and devout Exphcations of the 
Catechiſm, they may learn to anderfiand it, and may be 
capable of reading the Expoſition on 1t, and other Books 
of Piety.

Do not think that this Practice of Prayer will be too hard, or too 
long tor young perſons, or tor labouring people; for if you cannot ſay 
them all, fay as much as you can ; or if you are at Day Labour, or have 
not time or convenience to ſay them, offer up to God two or three 
hearty Ejaculations in their place : But if you can get time and conve- 
nience, fay them all, and I dare aflure you, that all the three Forms of 
Prayer which I commend to you, will not in all take up a quar- 
ter of an hovr ; nd certainly that Perſon has very little ſenſe of his Duty, 
very little c: nczm for his munortal Soul, very little Honour for God, OT 

-alue for Heaven, who will not ſpend one quarter of an hour in the 
ſpace 
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ſpace of four and twenty hours, in the Service of God, and the Salva- 
tion of his own Soul. 

I do by all means exhort you to give your Servants a few Minutes 
leifure at Noon, to Pray after your Example, and to _— Children 
to do the ſame, for they will ſoon be able to fay the Lords Prayer, and 
two or three Ejaculations, and teach them to ſay theſe at Noon, as well 
as at Morning and at Night, and 'tis incredible to think how much good 
this Practice will do them, and what great comfort you your ſelves will 
reap from the carly Devotion of your Children. 

To further this Devotion in your Children, inſtead of Idle Tales and 
Songs, which pollute their Souls, and when they come to be ſerious, will 
coft them great pains to unlearn: You muſt teach them ſhort Pſalms 
by heart, which will exerciſe their Memories and Piety both together ; 
and 3s you tegch the Pſalms to your Children, I exhort you to learn them 
your felves. 

You cannot imagine the great benefit of learning Pſalms by heart ; 


for when you are under any Temptation, or are in any Afﬀiction, or 


when you lye waking in the Night, or when you are Sick, theſe Pſalms 
will come into your mind, and the Devout repeating them will yield 
you moſt ſc2*onable Conſolations. 

The very Common People, in the firſt and pureſt Apgesof the Church, 
were fo ſenſible of the Spiritual advantages of learning Pfalms, that they 
learn'd the whole Pſalter by heart, and ſang or faid the Pſalms in their 
Shops, and at the Plow, infomuch that St. Fames makes it the proper 
expreflion of Chriſtian mirth, [Zames 5. 13.] If any be merry, let him 
{mg Pſaims. 

Thus is th way to ſtore your own and your Childrens minds with Eja- 
culations, or ſtort Prayers for all Occaſions, which I adviſe both Old and 
Young to accuilom themſelves to, becauſe it 1s the true way of Praying 
without ceaſing, and 1t is a kind of Prayer moſt eafie, and may be uſt 
at any time of the day, or im any place, and 1s one of the moſt efficacious 
means im the World to keep us in Gods favour, which is of all things 
moſt deſirable.
